Explanation of the Duke de Gramment 
te the French Senate—A History of 
the Negotiations with Prussia. 

Paris, July 15—Evening—The Letleniiinn | 
ie the text of the declaration made by the Duke 
De Grammont before the Senate today : 


Messizurs: The mannerin whichjthe country 
received our declaration ef the 6th of July, led 
us to commence negotiations with Prussia to 
secure her recognition of the. validjty,.of our 
grievances. We did not treat with Spam; whose | 
independence we have no wish, to trammel, nor’ 
with the Prince of HOHENZOLLERN, whom we 
consider to be under the shadow ‘of 
the King; nor have we advanced any 
other grievance {than the candidacy ofthe Prince} 
for the Spanish throne.) ° The Prussian Minister : 
of Foreign Affairs opposed to ‘us a determina- 
tion not to recetve our representation, pretend- 
img to ignore the affair. ‘We then addressed our-! 
selves to the King, who maintained that he was 
a stranger to the affair, and that he could not 
intervene except as head of the family; but he 
avowed that he had instructed BisMARCK. We 
could not accept that answer, and we demanded 
that the King shouid influence the Prince of Ho- 
HENZOLLERN ,-Desistance {in the project) came 
from the quarter. whence it was least expected. 
We then demanded that the King should-give a 
promise for the future. This moderate demand, 
made in moderate terms, we declared to be with- 
out any reservation. The King declined to 
say that he would refuse, im § fu- 
ture, to interfere with the candidature, 
and he refused to authorize us. to 
transmit to you the declaration 
that he would in future oppose the candidature. 
He dcclered that he reserved to himself the 
right to consider the circumstances: Even after 
this refusal we did not break off thé negotia- 
tions, but adjourned Our’ exptanations to you 
until this dave. Yesterday we were apprised 
that the King of Prussia had notified our am- 
basaador that he would not longer receive him, 
and to render the rupture more obvious, 
he gave notice of his action, to the 
cabinets of Europe> At ‘the same 
time he announced... that WERTHER might 
take leave, and that. the armaments of Prus- 
sia had commenced. On our part, we, yester- 
day; called outthe reserves, and we have taken 
sich other measures as the interest and honor 
of the country demanded.

Intense Excitement in London—Benedet- 
ti’s Reealil Said te be Demanded by 
Prussie—Prussian Wessels Netified to 
Seek Ports ef Shelter. 

Lonpon, July 15—Evening.—The_ excite- 
ment arising from the situation has been intense 
here allday. Business was at a stand-still, and 
commercial quotations are quite nominal. People 
collected in groups in the street and discussed 
the news. After ’Change hours markets were 
generally firmer, and American securities were 
steady, but prices nominal. It is reported that 
the Prusman Government itself demanded of 
France the recall of her Minister, Count Brnz- 
DETTI; and that the European Powers yesterday 
whited ina protest agamst the implacability of 
Prussia, but withont effect. Count von Bis- 
MARCK has issued a circular, which has been 
telegraphed in all direetidbus, notifying German 
‘vessels to hasten to ports of shelter, The notifi- 
cation, of course, applies to all oqean steamers 
belonging to German ports.
